For the most part, these went to kolkhosea and 
State Agricultural Farms, to fill the lack of agricultural workers in the border 
area. 

"Every citizen of Ae was required to work m 8 hours a year in a brigade for the 
provement of the city. (Some citizens are required to work harvesting potatoes* 
etc., too). Brigade workers are summoned by loud speaker in the town . Agrloul- 
turai brigade workers receive regular wages; kolkhoaes cannot afford to pay these 
brigade wages, so wages are paid by the District Soviet. School children hmv t* 
collect old paper and scrap, and other materials.
